GOVERNOR’S PROCLAM A 
TION 


SPECIALS FOR S 


Governor William I). Stephens 
has designated Friday, Decem¬ 
ber 27th, “Community Day.” He 
has named it in a proclamation 
in which lie calls upon “all pub¬ 
lic spirited citizens” to join in 
the movement for the establish¬ 
ment of Community Councils. 
The proclamation follows; 

In order to preserve to the 
State of California the social and 
moral as.set which it has ac¬ 
quired through the development 
of the co-operative spirit during 
the war, and in order to weld 
our ixiople into a more perfect 
democracy, I hereby appoint 
Friday, December 27th, 1918 as 
“Community Day” and call upon 
all leaders of war activities, all 
state, county, and city officials, 
a.s well as all public spirited cit- 
iezns to join in the movement, 
and to urge their friends and 
neighbors to join in the move¬ 
ment inaugurated by the State 
Council of Defense to the end 
that on that day a community 
council will be organized in 
every community-district in Cal- 
fornia. The idea of community 
organizaton has already been en¬ 
dorsed by the Presdent and 
other national authorities.

000,000 bushels of wheat and 844,000,- 
000 pounds of meat durln« the past 
year, valued In all at $1,400,000,(XK). 
This was aeeompllslied In the face of a 
serious feed sliortuKC In this country, 
bespenkliiK the wholehoartedness and 
patriotism with which the American 
people have met the food crisis abroad. 

Food .‘Vdminlstiator Hoover, In a let¬ 
ter to I’resident Wilson, explains how 
the situation was met. The voluntary 
coiKservaUiin program fostered by the 
Food Admlnlslration enabled the piling 
up of the millions of bushels of wlieiit 
during 1(117-18 and the shipment of 
meat during 1017-18. 

The total value of all fond shlp- 
monls to .Mlled destinations amounted 
to all this food being 

bought through or In collahorutlon 
wllli the Food Adnilnlslratlon. These 
figures are all hased on ofllela! reports 
and represent food export.s tor the 
harvest year that closed June 80, 1918.

In ad¬ 
dition to this we have shipped soni* 
10,(MX),000 bushels to neutnila depend¬ 
ent upon iig, and we have received 
some Imports from other quarters. 

"This iieeompllshmnnt of our people 
In this matter stands out even more 
clearly If vve bear In mind tliat we had 
avalinhie In the fiscal year 1910-lT 
from net carry-over and as surplus 
over our nonniil consumption about 
2(XI,(K)0,IX)0 bushels of wheat which we 
were able to export that year without 
trenching on our home loaf," Mr. 
Hoover said. “This last year, however, 
owing to the largo failure of the 1917 
wheat crop, we hnd nvallatile from net 
enrry-over and production and Imports 
only Just nhont our iiorniiil eonsiimp- 
tion. 'I'herefore our wheat shipments 
to Allied (le.stinatlons represent ap¬ 
proximately savings from our own 
wheat bread. 

"Tbeso ngures, however, do not fully 
convey the volume of the effort and 
sucrlllce n)ade during the past year 
by the whole American pts>ple. IM- 
spltp the niagnifleenf effort of our agrt- 
eulliiral [)opiilatton In planting a nuicb 
Increased acreage in 1017, not only was 
there a very largo failure In wheat, 
hut also the corn failed to mature prop- ' 
erly, and our corn Is our dominant cropi : 

“I am sure,” Mr Hixover wrote In 
eoneludlng his report, "that all the ' 
millions of our people, agrieiiltumi as 
well as urban, who have contributed j 
to llo-se results should feel a very 
d(‘llnlle satisfaction that In a year of 
universal food shortages In the north¬ 
ern hemisphere nil of those people 
Joined together against Oern)any have 
come through Info sight of the coming 
harvest not only with wealth and 
strength fully maintained, hut with 
oidy temporary periods of hardship.
